While this is encouraging, there win 
be plenty of difficulty In many case*, 
[f a com panion, a teacher, a brother 
or a sister is at the bottom of the 
nervous condition, the change may 
easily be made. 
However, In many 
cases the child’s nervousness is really 
due to n jealous or tyrann’eal father 
or to a weak, pampering mother. It is 
almost hopeless to alter the environ 
ment resulting from such parental dis 
turbances. 
In all cases It la up to the parents 
to provide the proper atmosphere and 
environment for their children’s de­ 
velopment. 
Otherwise no amount of 
treatment by physician or psychiatrist 
will be of any avail.
